Histo ry 


See 10h the Dalesburg Lutheran Church 


The early settlers in this community began to arrive and file 
on claims in 1869 and 1870. A few had arrived earlier and filed 
in the fall of 1868. They were mostly of Swedish descent, having 
lived previously in Iowa or Illinois, or coming directly from 
Sweden. They were young, thrifty and vigorous people, deter- 
mined to make the most of what the future had to offer. 

The majority of the settlers were poor, some not having suffi- 
cient funds required to file cn a homestead. This fee was $14.00. 
Others filed first on “Preemption,” where the fee was only $3.00 
and later refiled for homestead. 

The first sod houses built were very primitive. A side hill loca- 
tion was preferred for the excavation, but since the country was 
level, most of the pioneers made an excavation about 12 by 16 
feet and 6 feet deep. This they lined inside with cottonwood 
boards and batting and then put a roof over the entire construc- 
tion. Not many hayroofs were utilized because of the danger of 
fire. They soon experienced that these “dug outs’ were very 
damp end wet, so that they had to raise the house another story. 
This was generally made from logs hewn and fitted together with 
clay between the crevices. This served as the summer residence. 
Severe cold weather would force the family to the lower story. 

The country was undeveloped and very little work was to be 
found on the farms, hence many of the men went in search of em- 
ployment after they had filed on their homesteads. However, the 
government made certain requirements before a man could leave, 
such as fire breaking, digging a well, etc. Some found employ- 
ment in the saw mills along the Missouri river; others went south 
by steamboat to Omaha and found work there. The wages paid 
were not high, but living expenses were low, and most of the 
men were able to save enough to buy a team of horses. 

Seventy-five cents to a dollar was considered a man’s daily 
wage. During the absence of the men, the women were kept busy 
caring for their homes and families. Their time was spent in 
carding and spinning wool, knitting socks and mittens, and in the 
many other duties of the pioneer homestead.

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homesteaded in what is now the Clay Point community. Their 
homes were dug-outs or sod houses. Being of a religious nature, 
these people felt the need of a closer Christian fellowship. Jonas 
Peterson organized a circle which met each Sunday for worship, 
meeting in the different homes. Jonas Johnson led the singing 
of the Swedish hymns and psalms. Later on as other immigrants 
arrived this little circle grew in number. The first Christmas - 
Julotta service was held in the home of Jonas Peterson who 
lived in a frame house larger than the other houses. Among the 
later members were Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Bolin, and it was 
mainly through the efforts of Mrs. Bolin that a congregation was 
organized. 

The first recorded meeting of the Dalesburg Lutheran congre- 
gation was held at the A. Quarnberg home, October 9, 1869, with 
the Rev. Eskil Larson of Omaha presiding. This was the first at- 
tempt to organize the congregation. No records are found as to 
the officers elected at this meeting. Several report that Rev. Lar- 
son recommended that this place be called “Dalsborg,” because 
of the fact that most of the people hailed from ‘‘Dalarne.” Pre- 
vious to this meeting, in June, 1868, a Norwegian minister, Rev. 
Nesse, traveled through this territory and held some meetings 
in the sod houses. 

January 3, 1871, can be considered as the birthday of this con- 
gregation. This organization meeting was held in A. Bolin’s sod 
house, with Rev. S. P. A. Lindahl as the chairman. J. G. Inberg 
was elected secretary. The deacons elected were J. Sundell, J. 
Hanson and O. Bjorklund. The first trustees were J. Sundell, J. 
Hanson and P. A. Erickson. No list was made of the charter 
members. : 

The naming of the congregation also took place at this meet- 
ing and was decided by ballot. Mr. Olson made a motion to call it 
“Dalsborg.” However, there was divergence of opinion. Mr. In- 
berg wished to call it “Swedesborg” and Mr. P. N. Lind suggested 
“Helsingberg.” The first motion prevailed however. 

An extra meeting of the newly formed congregation was held 
in February, at the P. N. Lind home, when Mr. Lind donated 
two acres of land to the congregation. This gift was greatly ap- 
preciated and accepted with thanks. This is the land upon which 
the present church stands. 

Lisa Hanson, born in Gagnef, Dalarne, Sweden, filed on and 
obtained patent on the Northeast quarter, Sec. 19, Garfield town-

ship, which is now owned by this congregation. Lisa Hanson 
was the mother of Anna Hanson, who became wife of A. M. 
Lindstrom, mother of A. O. Lindstrom. She came to the United 
States in 1873 and filed on the 40-acre tract the same year and 
obtained patent on same November 10, 1875. She died in Sioux 
City year 1887 in the home of A. M. Lindstrom and was buried in 
Sioux City. So far as is known she deeded the 40-acre tract to 
the Lutheran church, the consideration of which is not known. 


Before any permanent pastor was called the Conference sent 
several missionary pastors, namely, P. Carlson, S. P. A. Lindahl, 
H. P. Quist and P. A. Pihlgren. These pastors would visit the 
congregation now and then, preaching the Word and administer- 
ing the Sacraments. 

A call to Rev. J. Torell by the Conference was declined. In 1872 
the Conference called Rev. C. L. Backstrom who accepted the 
call, coming directly from the Seminary in Rock Island. It is not 
known how much the Conference contributed to his salary. The 
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cash contributions by the congregation was $67.25 in 1873, $67.75 
in 1874, and $104.00 in 1875. When Rev. Backstrom arrived there 
was neither a church nor a parsonage. At first he had his head- 
quarters at J. Sundell’s or J. Hanson’s, but later he lived on his 
homestead five miles north and one mile east of the present 
church. Meetings were conducted in different homes until the 
church was erected. 


In 1874 a special meeting was held at A. Berg’s where it was 
decided to borrow $300 towards a church building. The follow- 
ing constituted the building committee: A. Bolin, A. Quarnberg, 
A. Wahlund, O. Olson and J. Sundell. The first temple cost 
$423.54 in cash. In December, 1875, Rev. Backstrom resigned 
leaving the congregation to carry on as best it could. 


In September, 1877, Rev. S. A. Lindholm was called and after 
his ordination in 1878 arrived with his bride. The following 
spring he left for another field. The congregation numbered 119 
members and 66 children at this time. 


Year 1879 brought severe trials; without a pastor, and in the 
summer both grain and corn were eaten by grasshoppers. But 
these sturdy pioneers, with fortitude and patience, determined 
to carry on, waiting for a better day. 

In 1878 the cemetery was moved from the church lot to its 
present location on land donated by Aaron Johnson Hegg. 

In April, 1880, theological student C. J. Carlson of Rock Island 
was called on a salary of $400.00, two offerings, free house rent, 
free use of 40 acres of land and with fare paid from Rock Island. 
This call was accepted and now a new order of things was be- 
gun. He organized the Sunday School, encouraged the two sewing 
societies and organized a girls’ sewing society afterwards called 
Sorosis. The parsonage, which was to have been built in 1878, was 
finally erected during Rev. Carlson’s ministry. The pastor and 
wife made their home with the Berg’s, Sjoberg’s and Aaron 
Johnson’s. The building committee consisted of Peter Anderson, 
A. Bolin, J. Sundell, O. Olson, M. Bystrom and J. Hanson. A. 
Bolin was appointed building supervisor with a salary of $1.50 
per day. 

The first parochial school was held in 1882 with N. T. Young- 
berg as teacher. In 1885 better and more modern pews were con- 
structed by J. H. Henrickson and painted by N. T. Youngberg. 
Improvements on the church’s interior also were made.

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In 1887, after much conscientious labor for the spiritual wel- 
fare of the people, Rey. Carlson moved away. The congregation 
now numbered 163 communicants and 157 children. There were 
75 children attending Sunday school. 


In 1888 Rev. E. W. Stalberg was called and this call was ac- 
cepted. Rev. Stalberg was not well, and so, after a year and a 
half of labor his Master called him from this life and he was 
buried in the present cemetery where a square white marble 
stone marks the spot. It was during his ministry that the Young 
People’s Society was organized with a charter membership of 45. 


An urgent request was sent to Gustavus Adolphus College, 
St. Peter, Minn., for an experienced student, and in April of 1890 
Student C. O. Swenson arrived and for two years served as 
student teacher and preacher, and studying part time at home 
and at the Seminary. His family lived in the parsonage. In 1892 
Student Swenson was ordained and served the congregation un- 


til the fall of 1899. 


It was evident that the old church was too small and a larger 
one was needed at this time and so a committee was appointed 
to solicit funds. This committee consisted of the following: C. J. 
Berglund, A. P. Carlson and P. A. Erickson. In 1893 a building 
committee was appointed and consisted of the following: J. P. 
Wastlund, P. N. Lind, P. A. Erickson, J. E. Westberg and B. A. 
Nelson. At a special meeting held January 24, 1894, the matter of 
whether to build a new church or to build an annex was discussed 
but no action was taken. Finally at a later meeting it was decided 
to build a new church on the present location, and so, at a spe- 
cial meeting held April 2, 1896, it was decided that the new 
church should not exceed $4,000, but that the sum of $3,000 
should be gathered first. The new church building was dedicated 
in the summer of 1896. The Luther League donated the bell, 
costing $300. 

Rev. C. O. Swanson resigned in the fall of 1899 and the follow- 
ing year Rey. A. M. Broleen was called and took charge of the 
work. During this time the parsonage was reconditioned at a 
cost of nearly $2,000 and the contract was let to Anderson Bros. 
of Akron, Ia. During Rev. Broleen’s ministry the Luther League 
purchased a piano and the Sorosis purchased the picture, “Christ 
in Gethsemane,” painted by Prof. Olof Grafstrom of Rock Is- 
land, Ill.

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In the spring of 1908 Rev. Broleen moved to Colorado and Rev. 

B. N. Glim was called and arrived the early part of April. During 

this time the congregation celebrated its 40th anniversary. At this 

anniversary, Dr. J. A. Krantz, president of our Conference, was 

the guest speaker. In the summer of 1912 Rev. Glim and family 
moved to Harding County, So. Dakota.. 


Dr. J. H. Ford was next called and arrived with his family in 
the spring of 1913. The English language was now used in the 
Sunday evening services, and the Swedish was exchanged in all 
the classes of the Sunday school. A pipe organ costing $1,800.00 
was installed through the efforts of the Luther League. A new 
furnace was installed in church at a cost of $350. In 1917 Rev. hes 
Ford resigned and moved to Parkers Prairie, Minn., and Rev. E. bik a 
A. Martell of Valley City, N. D., was chosen to take up the work. ‘ 


At a special meeting on January 2, 1920, the matter of raising 
the church and constructing a basement was voted on by an in- 
formal ballot. It was found, however, that the tower was in bad 
condition, hence at a special meeting April 14, 1920, it was de- 
cided to proceed to tear down the old tower and to build two 
lower towers. The entire ccst for all improvements amounted to 
$15,450.19. In the spring of 1921 Rev. Martell resigned and 
moved to Wheaton, Minn. For Christmas this same year Theolo- 
gical Student O. T. Erickson served this parish and at the an- 
nual meeting a call was extended to him, which was also ac- 
cepted. The congregation and pastor enjoyed a season of tran- 
quility since no building projects were necessary. During this 
time road conditions were improved and the read from church to 
the parsonage was graveled. 


In the fall of 1927 Rev. Erickson resigned and moved to Minne- 
apolis. A call was sent to Theological Student Reuben Ford to 
serve during the Christmas vacation, and the following year he 
was called as pastor arriving in the month of August of 1928. In 
the fall a campaign was conducted within the congregaticn to 
liquidate the debt of nearly $7,000.00 and in one campaign this 
amount was covered by cash and pledge ‘subscriptions. In the 
spring of 1929 the church grounds were landscaped and beauti- 
fied. The church’s interior was entirely renovated in the spring 
of 1931. New light fixtures were installed, a new flocr was laid, 
and the walls were redecorated through the efforts of the La- 
dies’ Aid.

Pastor Turnquist accepted a call and moved to Svea, Minn., in 
April, 1937. For the summer, Student Maynard Wellington, now 
pastor in Marquette, Kans., took charge of the work both as 
Bible school teacher and as student pastor. , 

A call was extended to Pastor A. C. Edstrom of Stockholm, 
Wis., which was accepted and the new pastor with his family 
arrived here on Labor Day, September 6, 1937. 

The weekly envelope system has been used these past eight 
years.

In the pastoral report of 1931 we find the following from Rev. 
Ford: “The year 1930 will undoubtedly go down in history as 
a year of unparalled depression. It has made itself felt in every 
community and every sphere of life. It is just 60 years ago this 
month (January) that the early pioneers of this community or- 
ganized the church and dedicated it to the service of God.” 

In 1931 a new furnace was installed in the parsonage and the 
water system completed. 

Rev. Ford resigned and moved to Minnesota in the fall of 1931. 
In the interims Rev. D. J. Edward of Alcester served as vice 
pastor. For the Christmas season Theological Student O. E. 
Turnquist served our parish and at the annual meeting he was 
called as pastor arriving here the following summer. 

In Rev. Turnquist’s pastoral report of 1933 we read the fol- 
lowing: 

“Be strong and of good courage. Fear not. The outlook for the 
future looks brighter. We hope the depression is fleeing.” 

In 1936 when the 65th anniversary was held, Dr. P. A. Matt- 
son was guest speaker. 
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proven very effective, held every Thanksgiving Day in the eve- 
ning. Our Midsummer Day festivals have continued with large 
gatherings. ° 

Vacation Bible school has been conducted each summer with 
j victoria Hoyer and Edith Zeterlund as teachers. The confirmation 
instruction has been carried on in June with Confirmation every 
other year, hence, a two-year course has been offered. 

Our church has been redecorated. New art glass windows have 
been installed.

Alfred Ostrom, and together with her husband labored as mis- 
sionaries cn our field in Porto Rico for some 20 years.

The Dalesburg Ladies’ Aid was organized as early as in 1872 
as a sewing society. The ladies came early in the day, brought 
something for the dinner as well as materials for articles to be 
made and later to be sold. The hostess where the meeting was 
held furnished the coffee, sometimes even a hot dish. 


Record of membership was kept and the sum of five cents was 
paid by each member and that sum was a much larger percent 
of their income than the 15 cents in our time. 


In 1880, under the leadership of Pastor C. J. Carlson, a girls’ 
sewing society was also organized, and the pastor encouraged 
these societies with his presence. This society was later called the 
Sorosis, which later discontinued their work in favor of a “Lu- 
ther League Social Evening:” 


The adult society continued as a sewing society for some time, 
but later discontinued the sewing and went under the name of 
“Missionsforeningen” and met in the homes, one week in the 
“north” and the next in the “south.” In 1921 this society con- 
solidated into our present Ladies’ Aid. 

At the meetings a good program is given, a brief message by 
the pastor, and a season of prayer. A flower fund was begun 
which has proven a great blessing to the sick. The Aid has con- 
tributed to the general expenses of the church; helped to keep 
the church property in good condition, etc.

The Sunday School 


and Junior Mission Band 


In 1880 Rev. C. J. Carlson organized the Sunday school. Mr. 
P. M. Lind was the first superintendent. By 1887 there were 75 
children attending. 

The first parochial school was held in 1882 with N. T. Young- 
berg as teacher. School was held in two different schools, six 
weeks in each school. After the Swedish language was exchanged 
for the English, parochial school was held for one month. 

March 8, 1886 the Sunday school made plans for a library. A 
committee consisting of Rev. C. J. Carlson, C. Hoyer, Nels Ljung- 
berg, J. Hanson, F. D. Hedlin, and P. J. Erickson was to take 
care of it. Rey. Carlson wrote to Sweden for information con- 
cerning books suitable for a Sunday school library. May 26, 
1886 $27.50 was sent to Stockholm, Sweden to purchase 190 
books. The Sunday school paid for the book case. Fifteen rules 
should govern this library. The following were elected officers, 


Young Women’s Missionary Society 


The present Y. W. M. S., which is a branch of the W. M. si 
was organized February 17th, 1935. This organization was start- 
ed as an outgrowth of the Sorosis Society, which was discon- 
tinued. 

The Y. W. M. S. holds its meetings during the three summer 
months in place of the W. M. S. with a program every first Thurs- 
day of the month. Work meetings are held once or twice a month. 

The society uses the Y. W. M. S. Treasure Chests and has an 
average of 15 paying members, the dues being 50c a person. The 
projects vary from the sewing of clothing and quilts for the 
Orphans and Old Folks Homes to raising of money in several 
ways to send to the different Missions.

Lutheran Brotherhood | 


The Lutheran Brotherhood of Dalesburg was organized in the 
parsonage on November 19, 1934. Pastor Turnquist presided at 
this meeting. 

Prior to this an invitation had been sent out by the Sioux Falls 
congregation to the different churches of the district to send dele- 
gations to a meeting to be held in Sioux Falls for the purpose of 
organizing brotherhoods in each congregation. 


Sioux Falls, Beaver Valley and Benton organized at that time. 
A delegation of three together with the pastor went from Dales- 
burg to this meeting and reported to the congregation. A com- 
mittee was appointed to draw up a constitution and by-laws, pre- 
paratory to organization. 


In the beginning members were solicited, but all men of the 
congregation are now considered members. The meetings are 
held in the homes. Our men have a great task to perform. 


The present officers are: President, J. M. Erickson; Vice Presi- 


dent, Orvin Westburg; Secretary, Arvid Messler; Treasurer, Carl 
Carlson. 
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P. M. Lind, president; F. Hedlin, treasurer, and John Hanson 
was secretary. By October 21, 1886 the whole library was finished 
and opened. 

In 1914, during the pastorate of Dr. J. H. Ford, the Swedish 
was exchanged for the English in all the Sunday school classes. 
During the pastorate of Rev. E. A. Martell the Cradle Roll De- 
partment was begun. 

A Cradle Roll department was organized by Mrs. E. A. Martell 
in 1919 with Mrs. Martell as its superintendent. 

A child is enrolled as a member of the Cradle Roll at Baptism 
and belongs to this department until the age of five when he is 
enrolled in the regular Sunday school. The present membership 
is 20. 

The Junior’ Mission Band was organized January 1922 by 
Helen Hoyer. It is an organization in which the entire Sunday 
school enrollment is included. 

A missionary program is given the first Sunday of every other 
month when talks and readings are given about our missionaries 
and their work, supporting them with our prayers and our of- 
ferings.

History of Luther League 


“Remember also thy Creator in the days of thy youth, before 
the evil days come, and the years draw nigh, when thou shalt 
say, I have no pleasure in them.”—Eccl. 12:1. 

According to obtainable records the first Lutheran League was 
organized February 1, 1889 as a “Young People’s Literary So- 
ciety” with a membership of 45. Later, in 1898 the young people 
formed into a “Young People’s Society”, and later, in 1908, the 
Luther League was organized out of the above groups. 

The Luther League has been a steadily active organization, 
taking an active part both in the local work as well as in the 
district and conference. One of the purposes of the Luther League 
is to train the young people for active service within the church, 
the main objective being to assist in keeping our young people 
faithful to Christ and His Church. 

The League has contributed substantially with financial assist- 
ance during the years. In 1897 the present church bell was pur- 
chased and installed at a cost of $300.00. After donating several 
types of lighting fixtures previously, in 1916 the League pur- 
chased electric lights for the church and in 1917 the Mueller 
pipe organ was installed at a cost of $1850.00. Other projects 
have included sidewalks, a well, a furnace, part of the janitor’s 
salary, landscaping and furnishing a Luther League room in the 
church. 

Many of our Leaguers have served our country in the armed 
forces and one, namely, Wallace Johnson, made the supreme 
sacrifice. The monthly issue of the “Luthogram” was edited by 
the Leaguers and sent to each member in the service.
